It is ev ident that Internment in some of 
the camps amounted to a sentence of slow starv ation 
The Genev a conv ention cannot be enforced: Ger­ 
many ’s efforts to observ e it. as confirmed by Swiss

Americans with relativ es held prisoner 
in Germany only can hope now that the collapse of 
resistance will happen soon and that there will be no

Seizure By Force of Habit 
The threat of a work stoppage in coal mines, 
which supposedly was lifted by ex tending the ne­ 
gotiation period 30 day s, was not really lifted at all 
Between 200 and 300 mines were closed by work 
stoppages before the end of the first week of the 
ex tension. 
WLB, taking cognizance of the stoppages, which 
really were strikes, mov ed with characteristic alacrity 
to issue the threat of gov ernment seizure of the 
mines unless m iners returned t<> work immediately 
Of course, WLB knew- that the miners were not going 
to come back to work; if they had wanted to work 
they wouldn't hav e quit working 
WLB also knew 
that the threat to seize the properties carried no 
punch whatev er, because the properties don't belong 
to the miners 
In other words, seizure is something 
the gov ernment now does to coal mines by force of 
habit, causing no Inconv enience to miners and ap­ 
parently no v ery great inconv enience to the owners. 
The situation lias reached the stage where the most 
disciplinary action the gov ernment could take would 
be to threaten not to seize the mines, which at least 
would create an element of suspense long since lack­ 
ing in the biennial bickering ov er labor contracts in 
the coal industry .
